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T here's plenty to 

celebrate in Hackney, 
with the borough's 
young people achieving 
better and better exam 
results. 

GCSE grades have shot 
up 73 per cent in five years, 
with 54 per cent of students 
gaining at least five A* to C 
grades this year, a three 
percentage point increase 
on 2006. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: "These are 
fantastic results, Hackney 
is narrowing the gap with 
the national average, and 
with five new secondary 
schools and unprecedented 
investment into our existing 
schools I am confident we 
can improve still further. 

"I pay tribute to the hard 
work of Hackney's 
teachers, parents and 
governors, and of course 
the students themselves." 


Clapton Girls' 

Technology College 
students were among the 
borough's many high 
achievers this year. 

Sixteen-year-old Amelia 
Kirkland scored four A*s, 
six As, and a B in her 
GCSEs. 

A number of Hackney's 
schools saw significant 
improvements on last 
year's results, including 
Cardinal Pole where 61 per 
cent of pupils got five A* to 
C grades compared to 51 
per cent last year. 

While at Hackney Free 
and Parochial School, 47 
per cent of students got five 
good GCSEs, up from just 
1 8 per cent in 2002. 

For many of our A-level 
students it's next stop 
university after great results 
across the borough. 

Hackney Community 
College saw an amazing 
1 00 per cent pass rate in 


Maths, English Literature, 
Economics and Business 
Studies, with former 
Haggerston School pupil 
Abida Begum, 1 7, from 
Shoreditch, notching up 
three As and a C in her AS 
levels. 

And it's not just the 
borough's teenagers who 
are doing well, either, with 
Hackney's seven-year-olds 
now the most improved in 
the country. 

Combined totals for Key 
Stage 1 test scores for 
reading, writing and maths 
have made a 7 point leap 
since last year, the fastest 
increase of anywhere in the 
UK. 

Alan Wood, chief 
executive of The Learning 
Trust, said: "Hackney 
primary schools are doing 
a magnificent job and 
giving our children a solid 
grounding in reading, 
writing and maths. 


"Our school results are 
improving far faster than 
the rest of the country's in 
every single age group." 

Fourteen-year-olds' Key 
Stage 3 results are also on 
the up, with English and 


Maths seeing an increase of 
5 and 4 per cent 
respectively on last year, 
and Science up an 
impressive 8 per cent.

Preserving Dalston history 


A CONSERVATION project to 
preserve and enhance an 
endangered terrace of historic 
buildings has begun. 

Some of the 1 9th century 
properties in Dalston Lane, 
which sits in a conservation 
area, are empty and have 
fallen into a significant state of 
disrepair. 

The Council is now 
working to ensure they do not 
deteriorate further in readiness 
for a longer-term, full 
regeneration project, which is 
supported by English 
Heritage. 

Urgent works to make sure 
some of the buildings are 
weatherproof, such as 
repairing roofs, propping 
walls, supporting beams, and 


covering windows is already 
underway. 

The Council has been 
working with freeholders of 
the terrace to ensure this 
valuable piece of Hackney's 
heritage is not lost, and to 
bring an important part of the 
town centre back into use. 

Many of the properties 
retain original features, and 
Council conservation officers 
are overseeing the work to 
ensure features of 
architectural value are 
retained wherever possible. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and the 201 2 
Olympic & Paralympic 
Games, said: "The Council is 
committed to enhancing 


Hackney's built heritage and 
using Conservation Area 
policy to bring this about. 

"This terrace is part of the 
Dalston Lane (West) 
Conservation Area and a 
number of properties have 
been left to deteriorate with 
no effort being made to 
renovate or refurbish. 

"The terrace has the 
potential to make a significant 
contribution to the wider 
social and economic well- 
being of Dalston Town Centre. 

"The condition and 
ongoing deterioration of a 
number of properties within 
the terrace is a matter of 
considerable concern for 
residents and businesses." 

Running parallel to this 
work are plans exploring a 
longer-term strategy to 
regenerate the terrace. The 
Council has commissioned 
the Heritage of London Trust 
Operations to prepare a report 
to help shape this strategy. 

English Heritage has 
already supported the project 
with initial funding and 
technical guidance.

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Thousands of 
counterfeit 

DVDs seized 


O ver 3,000 counterfeit 
DVDs, including a 
hoard of vile porn, 
have been seized in a raid on a 
Hackney home. 

Seven men, aged between 
22 and 42, were arrested 
during the early morning bust 
in Am hurst Road and have 
since appeared in court. 

Around 20 police officers 
stormed the building, which 
they believe was being used as 
a distribution point for DVD 
sellers across Hackney. 

The thousands of dodgy 
DVDs, including beastial ity 
movies as well as mainstream 
films, were found stashed in 
bags in bedrooms. 

The operation on 24 August 


was led by police Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams from 
central Hackney and Chatham 
wards, with assistance from 
the Federation Against 
Copyright Theft (FACT). 

Sergeant Julian Collinson 
said: "The assumption that film 
piracy is a Victimless crime' is 
incorrect. 

"There is increasing 
recognition that film piracy is a 
crime of significance with 
many illegal vendors having 
links to organised crime and 
explicit pornographic material 
being on view and sold to 
minors. 

"This is a real menace to the 
local community and we are 
tackling it robustly, in order to 


stamp out this activity in 
Hackney. Local residents have 
identified pirate DVD selling is 
a problem they would like to 
see addressed and as Safer 
Neighbourhood officers, we 
are dedicated to dealing with 
locally identified concerns and 
issues, reducing crime and the 
fear of crime in Hackney." 

The raid was part of an 
ongoing operation to target 
and disrupt pirate DVD selling 
in Hackney, which has been 
identified by residents as a 
problem they want addressed. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: "Removing these DVDs 
at the distribution point is a 
very important step in

reducing the number of them 
being sold in the borough. 

"The fact that vendors who 
sell illegal DVDs will offer X- 
rated films and even those 
containing beastial ity to 
anyone of any age is very 
concerning. 

"People who buy them do 
need to be aware of the 
connection between buying a 
counterfeit DVD and giving 
money to organised crime. 

"It's an illegal activity which 
is taken very seriously and 
carries a maximum prison 
sentence of 1 0 years." 

Four of the men arrested 
were jailed for four weeks for 


possession of counterfeit 
goods when they appeared 
before Thames Magistrates 
Court on 25 August. 

Three other men had their 
hearings adjourned, with two 
of them remanded in custody. 

This February a multi- 
agency operation between the 
Council, police and FACT led 
to six prolific private DVD 
sellers receiving 1 0 year 
ASBOs banning them from 
entering Hackney Town 
Centre.

Good morning 
Vietnam 

DELEGATES from Vietnam 
and the UN spent a day in 
Hackney on a social work 
fact-finding tour. 

The profession is in its infancy 
as Vietnam has experienced a 
rapid transformation since the 
1 990s, coupled with 
emerging social problems 
such as family breakdown 
and rural migration. Child 
protection is a major issue; 
the country faces serious 
problems with human 
trafficking and child abuse. 
The visit was intended to 
help the Vietnamese 
government gain more 
information on developing 
a social work 
infrastructure. Delegates 
were keen to meet Council 
staff and get a behind the 
scenes look at how 
Children's Social Care 
operates in Hackney. 

The visitors also learnt 
about the borough's 
diverse population, and 
large Vietnamese 
community.

Paper, cardboard, glass, cans, 
tin foil, plastic bottles, cloth, 
batteries, Tetra Paks and drink 
cartons. 


What methods of waste 
prevention do you use? 

I compost all my food and 
garden waste in my garden - 
wormery and compost bins. 
Grow some food, get food 
delivered at home, bulk buy 
and buy larger containers 
where possible (eg rice, 
laundry liquid), use leftovers. 
Use cloth bags and reuse 
plastic bags. 

Buy clothes from charity 
shops, use old clothes as 
dusters, use washable 
nappies, buy fewer clothes 
and gadgets but pay for good 
quality, ask for clothes as 
children's presents or specific 
toys I know they'll use. 

Keep only the books I would 
actually re-read, put 
unwanted books on 
greenmetropoIis.co.uk and 
buy books from there. 


Tip bath water directly into 
the toilet cistern, put bowl in 
bathroom sink to collect 
water, eg from running tap to 
get hot water, keep covered 
bucket in kitchen to collect 
water, eg from rinsing 
lettuce, use two water butts. 
Religiously unplug phone 
chargers, use low energy 
bulbs and rechargeable 
batteries.

A blue lining 


COMPOSTABLE liners for 
the Blue Bin kitchen waste 
scheme have been 
introduced by the Council's 
recycling team. 

People can only use one 
type of liner- Wenterra Bio 
Bags. These have been 
approved by London Waste 
Limited, who compost the 
food waste produced in 
Hackney. 


If you use other brands of 
liners, or plastic bags, your 
food waste will not be 
collected. 

A group of recycling 
canvassers will be knocking 
on the doors of all residents, 
who currently take part in 
the Blue Bin scheme, to 
drop off a free sample of 1 0 
liners, and to explain how 
they work. 


How to use new compostable liners: 

1. Put a compostable liner in your kitchen caddy. 

2. Collect your food waste in the kitchen caddy. 

3. Tie the top of the liner together and remove the full 
compostable liner from the caddy. 

4. Put the full compostable liner in your large Blue Bin ready 
for recycling. Remember to bring the handle to the 
forward position, as this will lock the bin, keeping smells 
in and vermin out.

The Making of the Marshes 


H ackney Marshes are 
famous as the home 
of grassroots football, 
the place that gave birth to 
the spectacular careers of 
England greats such as David 
Beckham and Bobby Moore. 

Host to the highest 
concentration of pitches in 
Europe - 73 - the Marshes 
provide enough space for an 
amazing 1 ,606 people to play 
the beautiful game at the 
same time. 

But before today's fixtures 
could kick off, the goalposts 
had to be moved - literally. 

Around 1 1 8 years ago, a 
group of boys were having a 
kick around on the Marshes 
when they were ordered to 
leave and their goalposts 
taken away. 

Rev Douglas of the Eton 
Mission, Hackney Wick, was 
so alarmed the players had 
been booted off, that he took 
matters into his own hands. 

He began a campaign to 
ensure the Marshes were 
designated as a space for 
local people's use. 

Following a lengthy 
process, the Marshes were 
sold for £75,000 and placed 
under the control of London 
County Council. 

A formal ceremony took 
place on 21 July 1 894, to 
dedicate the Marshes to the 
use and enjoyment of the 
public forever more. At the 
time, the Earl of Meath 
declared them to be "the most 
magnificent playground in the 
world". 

Even before this, the 
Marshes had a colourful 
history, with two sides trying

to score goals of a very 
different nature. 

In the ninth century, King 
Alfred led England to a victory 
over Denmark on the 
Marshes. The Vikings had 
sailed up the Thames and 
reached the River Lea. To stop 
the enemy advancing further, 
the King ordered channels to 
be cut to divert the current of 
the Lea and reduce its depth. 

This left the Danish boats 
aground and unable to return 
to the Lea mouth and on to 
the Thames and the wide 
open sea beyond. 

And it was King Alfred's 
strategy which created the 
Marshes as we know them 
today. Formerly marshy 
ground was converted into 
dry fields of fertile meadow, 
where local people were later 
allowed to graze their 
animals. 

B ut the Marshes were sti 1 1 
susceptible to flooding, and 
in 1 775 the Lea's banks 
broke. Waters rose so high 
that people were forced 
to live in the upstairs of 
their houses, with 
food and other 
supplies being 
brought to them 
by boat. 

The following 
year, an Act was 
passed for further 
improvement to 
the River Lea 
by forming 
canals or cuts 
in different 
parts of its 
course from 
Hertford to the 
River Thames.

Crime ran 
wild on the 
Marshes, and 
notorious 
highwayman 
Dick Turpin 
frequently hid 
out there. 
Competitive 
sport also thrived 
on the Marshes, 
and in the 1 8th 
century it was 
of a brutal 
nature. Cock- 
fighting and 
rabbit 
coursing 


were favourites, and in 1 791 , 
a crowd of at least 3,000 
gathered to see an afternoon 
of bull baiting. The beast 
broke loose and tossed an 
elderly man, but he was not 
hurt. And later that afternoon, 
a desperate prize fight was 
fought between a chimney 
sweep and a butcher. 

Today, the Marshes are still 
a magnet for football, cricket, 
rugby, walks and kite-flying. 
But thankfully activities are far 
more peaceful than their 
historical equivalents.

Paint the town 

FOR 1 80 years the Berger 
paint factory in Homerton 
was a major part of the local 
landscape. 

It was founded in 1 780, 
by Lewis Berger, a German 
immigrant who had moved 
to Britain about 20 years 
earlier, and needed a new 
site for his rapidly 
expanding paint business. 

At the Homerton factory 
different pigments were 
manufactured and chemists 


continually experimented to 
create new colours or find 
better ways of making old 
ones. 

The 'recipe' books they 
created are fascinating. 
Instructions are written in a 
very similar style to 
traditional cookery books, 
although the ingredients are 
not quite what Delia might 
recommend. 

For instance, a 1 830 
recipe for Indian Blue Wash 
states: "Take 21 lb Madras 
Indigo No. 2 powder & sift 
quite fine. Add to it 6lb 


Sulphate Barytes, mix these 
well together with water." 

Another for Prussian Blue 
says: "Take 3 lb of ox blood, 
dried and reduced into a 
kind of small scales." The 
company's chemists had to 
be particularly ingenious 
during the Second World 
War, when strict rationing of 
many ingredients made it 
impossible to stick to 
regular recipes. 

However paint was in 
high demand for preventing 
rust in everything from 
shells to ships, and for 
camouflaging tanks, Nissan 
huts and aerodromes. 

Berger also produced Gas 
Detector Paint - a sickly, 
yellow-green paint that 
would turn bright red if 
exposed to gas. 

The factory at Homerton 
had shut down by 1 960, but 
the nearby Berger Road and 
Berger Primary School still 
commemorate the site.

Dog control 

TOUGH new measures are being 
proposed to combat nuisance dog 
fouling and we would like to hear 
residents' views. 

It will soon be an offence for any 
person in charge of a dog that defecates 
on any designated land not to remove 
the faeces. These areas include 
cemeteries, parks, recreational areas, 
public roads and footpaths. 

Anyone who commits an offence 
under the provisions of the Dog Fouling 
Control Order, faces a magistrates court 
conviction and a fine of up to £1 ,000. 

The Council also intends to issue £80 
Fixed Penalty Notices and to prosecute 
those who fail to pay them. 

Disabled people in charge of guide 
dogs for the blind or other support dogs 
will normally be exempt.

Health advice

MANY women suffer from difficulties with their bowel 
and bladder function. This can range from urinary and faecal 
incontinence, bowels problems, or some form of vaginal, 
bladder or bottom prolapse. These are technically known as 
pelvic floor disorders or dysfunction (PFD). 

PFD mainly affects women, who often suffer in silence. 
There is a lot of stigma and embarrassment associated with 
incontinence and related problems. As a consequence, 
many delay seeking medical help. 

We tend to assume that these kinds of problems only 
affect the elderly, but in actual fact they can affect many 
young women. PFD is so common some studies have shown 
these conditions can impact on the quality of life for one 
third of the adult female population. 

To try to help overcome the embarrassment, we have 
developed a new service at Homerton for women with PFD. 
They are seen by a team of specialists, including doctors, 
nurses, continence advisors and physiotherapists who can 
address the range of problems they might be experiencing. 
This service also provides a community support group 
where women can meet to share their experiences and learn 
from speakers who attend the session. 

The service at Homerton is novel, in that after initial one- 
to-one consultations, women are offered the opportunity to 
attend group education and advice programmes to help 
them learn to manage their problems more easily, so that it 
does not affect their quality of life or lifestyle. 

The message is clear. If you have urinary or faecal 
problems, do not feel embarrassed about this. It's a common 
problem and you are not alone. Go to your GP to discuss the 
matter and, if appropriate, you will be referred to this service 
where your concerns will be addressed in a sensitive and 
holistic manner.

Victorian warehouse with many inspiring architectural 
features, from the huge void of the main atrium, with its 
1 0-metre high, glass panelled ceiling, to the fabulous 
Victorian brickwork of its 1 9th century vaults.

The Tower in St John-at-Hackney 
Churchyard Gardens, is Grade I 
listed.

It survived because there were 
insufficient funds at the time to 
add a bell tower to the new 
church.

Sutton House 

2 and 4 Homerton High St, E4 

Take a step back in time and visit the oldest 
house in East London. Five centuries of family 
history, changing styles and tastes are 
chronicled in this rare Tudor red-brick house. 

Sutton House was built in 1 535 by Sir Ralph 
Sadleir, a rising star at the court of Henry VIII. It 
became home to successive merchants, 
Huguenot silk-weavers, Victorian 
schoolmistresses and Edwardian clergy and, 
although altered over the years, remains an 
essentially Tudor house. Oak-panelled rooms 
and carved fireplaces survive intact and an 
exhibition tells the history of the house and its 
former occupants.
